TROOPS KILL LYNCHERS,

Ohio State Malitis Pour a Volley Inte &
Mob.

NEGRO FIEND HANGED.

The whole country will e shooked by
the tragedy that oceured vn Friday last
in Urbana, Ohio, where a negro was k-
an from the custody of the Sherif and
axeeuted by o mob that bang the crimi-
nnl 1o & tree in the presence of the malti-
rnde.  Like tragedies have occnred in the
North st varions times, but 0y one that

we can recall has boon so horribily thrill-
ing in elronmstanes,

The vietim of this tragedy was a bratal

negro named Charles, alias  “Click™
Mitehell, who sssaalted Mrs. Elizabeth
Gaumer, a highly respected woman of the
city, in so fiendish 83 manner that thore
is little hope of her recovery. When ar-
vested and  brought before her she
promptly identified bim and that sealed
his doom. ©One of the quietest of Ghio
eommuonities, less than fifty miles from
the eapital of the Siate, was at onoce
aroused to the highest point of lawless.
ness, and the officers of the law, hoping
to escape tragedy, dressed the prisoner in
uniform and eonductesd him to the court
room at night where he pleaded guilty to
the crime and was sentenced o twenty
yvears' imprisonment in the penitentiary,
t was the intention of the officers of Lhe
law to hasten him away to the peniten-
tiary, but in the effort to get him from
the coart room the military companies,
called to maintain the peace, wore unable
to prateet the prisoner, and unfortanately
an order was given for the militin to  fire
upot the mob, resaltiog in the immediate
death of two citizens and the more or less
serious wounding of eleven others, This
only added fuel on the fame, and after
the prisoner hud besn safely condacted
to the jail the Mavor and Sherilf were
then broken down and the criminal first
beaten into insensibility and then hung
to & tree on the street,
